Residents  being  allowed 
back  into  West  Liberty 

LOUISVILLE  (AP)  —  Resi- 
dents  whose  homes  and  be¬ 
longings  were  destroyed  by  a 
massive  tornado  that 
smashed  West  Liberty  last 
week  were  being  allowed  into 
town  Tuesday,  but  officials 
say  the  area  remains  haz¬ 
ardous. 

The  EF-3  twister  cut  a  60- 
mile  path  through  the  region, 
killing  six  people  in  Morgan 
County  and  four  more  in 
neighboring  Johnson  and 
Lawrence  counties.  The  tor¬ 
nado  continued  another  35 
miles  into  West  Virginia. 

Vehicles  coming  into  West 
Liberty  on  Tuesday  will  have 
to  pass  through  a  checkpoint, 
Kentucky  Department  of 
Emergency  Management 
spokesman  Buddy  Rogers 
said. 

“We  don’t  want  them  to 
overwhelm  the  community 
with  too  much  traffic,” 

Rogers  said.  He  said  resi¬ 
dents  entering  town  should 
carpool  and  avoid  unstable 
debris  and  damaged  build¬ 
ings. 

West  Liberty  was  one  of  the 
towns  hardest  hit  by  Friday’s 
tornadoes  that  killed  22  peo¬ 
ple  in  Kentucky.  Three  more 
tornadoes  cut  through  the 
eastern  part  of  the  state,  and 
a  handful  of  smaller  twisters 
struck  in  northern  Kentucky 
on  Friday,  the  weather  serv¬ 
ice  said. 

Word  came  Tuesday  night 
that  President  Barack  Obama 
declared  a  disaster  area  in 
Kentucky,  releasing  federal 
funding  for  people  in  seven 
affected  counties  —  John¬ 
son,  Kenton,  Laurel, 
Lawrence,  Menifee,  Morgan 


and  Pendleton.  The  White 
House  and  Gov.  Steve 
Beshear  said  damage  surveys 
are  continuing,  and  more 
counties  may  be  designated. 

Beshear,  Abramson 
head  to  damaged  area 

FRANKFORT  (AP)  — Gov. 
Steve  Beshear  and  other 
state  officials  will  be  travel¬ 
ing  again  Wednesday  to  visit 
locations  in  eastern  Kentucky 
damaged  in  last  week’s 
deadly  tornadoes  and  severe 
storms. 

Beshear  will  go  to  Menifee, 
Morgan  and  Laurel  counties. 
Lt.  Gov.  Jerry  Abramson  will 
head  to  Lawrence  and  John¬ 
son  counties.  They  were  in 
West  Liberty,  Salyersville, 
Piner  and  East  Bernstadt  on 
Saturday. 

Beshear’s  office  said  dam¬ 
age  assessment  teams  are 
visiting  sites  in  several  of  the 
affected  counties.

to  scramble  to  safety.  School 
officials  say  the  choice  usu¬ 
ally  boils  down  to  dismissing 
class  well  in  advance  or  shel¬ 
tering  students  in  the  school 
until  the  bad  weather  passes. 
Neither  is  guaranteed  to  save 
lives. 

“When  you  look  at  the  fact 
that  the  average  amount  of 
time  from  a  tornado  warning 
being  issued  to  a  tornado 
touching  down  is  five  to 
seven  minutes,  you  can’t  get 
them  to  a  safe  place  in  that 
amount  of  time,”  said  Bob 
Roberts,  emergency  manage¬ 
ment  coordinator  for  Tulsa 
Public  Schools  in  Oklahoma. 

In  Henryville,  what 
seemed  like  bad  timing 
turned  out  to  be  fortunate. 
Despite  harrowing  encoun¬ 
ters  that  forced  one  driver 
and  students  to  duck  into  a 
crawl  space  and  another  to 
seek  cover  with  children  on 
the  floor  of  a  car,  all  the  stu¬ 
dents  survived  back-to-back 
tornadoes  that  devastated 
the  town  about  20  miles 
north  of  Louisville.

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to  combat  the  grov^ng  drug 
abuse  problem,  especially 
among  young  people. 

Varga  knows  first-hand  the 
devastating  affects  drugs  can 
have  on  a  family. 

He  grew  up  in  Detroit  in  a 
single  parent  home  where  he 
watched  his  mother  regularly 
abuse  alcohol  and  drugs.  The 
only  escape  he  found  from  his 
troubled  homelife  was  basket¬ 
ball,  which  he  used  to  earn  a 
scholarship  to  the  University 
of  Pittsburgh. 

At  Pittsburg  he  excelled, 
becoming  a  team  captain  and 
earning  All  Big  East  Team 
honors.  After  graduation,  he 
was  invited  to  play  for  the 
NBAs  Dallas  Mavericks,  but  an 
injury  prior  to  training  camp 
ended  that  dream.  Varga  even¬ 
tually  signed  to  play  profes¬ 
sionally  in  Spain,  where  he 
was  selected  to  play  in  the 
league’s  All  Star  game  both 
years  he  played  in  the  league. 

But  in  1999,  at  the  age  of  25 
and  at  the  peak  of  his  profes¬ 
sional  career,  Varga  said  he 
began  to  feel  there  was  a  dif¬ 
ferent  purpose  for  his  life  than 
just  shooting  jump  shots  and 
dunking  a  basketball. 

With  a  multi-million  dollar 
contract  on  the  table  waiting 
to  be  signed,  Varga  made  the 
decision  to  give  up  what  he 
had  worked  toward  for  his 
whole  life  so  he  could  do 
something  that  would  make  a 
difference  in  the  lives  of  other 
people. 

In  2000,  he  founded  In- 
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the  reading,  the  entire  com¬ 
mission  voted  to  adopt  it. 
Normally,  commissioners  do 
not  vote  on  proclamations, 
but  because  of  recent 
events,  they  thought  it  ap¬ 
propriate  to  voice  their  sup¬ 
port  as  a  whole. 

“The  horrific  events  that 
occurred  this  past  week ... 
have  demonstrated  once 
more  that  we  are  at  the 
mercy  of  the  awesome  power 
of  the  Almighty,”  Burtner 
said.  “And  when  those  kinds 
of  events  occur,  we  have  to 
have  people  who  are  willing 
to  volunteer  their  time,  their 
assets,  their  resources,  to 
help  rebuild,  to  help  ease 
the  pain,  the  agony  of  the 
moment.” 

Gary  Epperson,  director  of 
the  Winchester-Clark  County 
Emergency  Management  Of¬ 
fice,  spoke  before  commis¬ 
sioners  and  urged  the 
community  to  take  their  do¬ 
nated  items  to  the  Rock  Min¬ 
istries  warehouse  on  Hud 
Road  instead  of  directly  to 
affected  areas. 

“There  is  so  much  stuff 
that  has  come  into  those 
counties  that  they  have  no 
place  to  put  it.  They  don’t 
have  the  people  to  sort 
them.  It’s  overwhelming 
their  resources  and  their 
personnel  dovm  there  to 
deal  with  all  this  stuff,”  Ep¬ 
person  said. 

Robert  Gayheart,  Clark 
County  coroner  and  organ¬ 
izer  of  Rock  Ministries,  will 
organize  and  store  collected 
goods  at  the  warehouse  and 
send  them  to  counties  in 
need  once  they  are  ready  to 
receive  more  goods. 

“This  enables  a  whole  lot 
cleaner  delivery  of  items  al¬ 
ready  sorted,”  Epperson 
said.  “ ...  clothes,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  we  had  bags  of  just  all 
kinds  of  different  sized 
clothes,  you  know,  winter 
clothes,  summer  clothes,  you 
name  it.  Unfortunately,  prob¬ 
ably  most  of  the  clothes 
(that  have  been  delivered  to 
the  affected  areas)  will  wind 
up  going  in  the  Dumpster.” 

Epperson  also  urged  com¬ 
munity  members  not  to  self¬ 
deploy  to  the  areas. 

“That  is  not  the  way  we 
self-manage  an  incident  like 
that,  we  want  to  make  sure 
that  everything  goes 
smoothly  and  that  every¬ 
thing’s  well-coordinated,  and 
that’s  what  makes  it  a  suc¬ 
cessful  outcome  for  an  event 
like  that,”  he  said.  “It’s  a  hu- 
mongous  event,  we  have  a 
lot  of  professional  relief  or- 


spireNow  Inc.  out  of  a  desire 
to  invest  his  life  in  helping 
youth  around  the  country 
through  character  education.

Clark  Christian  Drug  Coali¬ 
tion  president  Steve  Humble, 
who  also  pastors  the  Winches¬ 
ter  Covenant  Church,  said  he 
came  away  impressed  v^th 
Varga’s  work  after  the  two 
were  introduced  by  a  friend 
last  year  while  Varga  was 
speaking  at  an  event  in 
Breathitt  County. 

After  speaking  to  students 
at  the  high  school  in  Breathitt 
County,  Varga  invited  the  stu¬ 
dents  to  come  to  another 
meeting  the  follov^ng  Wednes¬ 
day  night,  and  more  than 
2,500  showed  up.  Humble  said 
that’s  when  he  thought  the 
drug  coalition  needed  to  bring 
Varga  to  Clark  County. 

“Those  kids  poured  out  their 
stories  on  his  Facebook  page, 
just  amazing  stuff.  Obviously 
what  he  said  went  right  to 
their  heart.  So  the  CDC  board 
talked  about  it  v^th  some  local 
pastors,  and  we  just  thought  it 
was  imperative  to  try  to  have 
him  here,”  Humble  said.  “The 
neat  thing  is  that,  yes  he’s  edu¬ 
cating  them,  but  this  is  a  gen¬ 
eration  where  a  lot  of  them 


ganizations  out  there  that 
know  what  they’re  doing, 
they  do  this  thing  every  day.” 

Monetary  donations,  he 
said,  are  “really  important,” 
too,  and  people  can  go  to 
http://kyem.ky.gov/dona- 
tionsvolunteers,  to  donate 
cash  to  the  disaster  victims.

“We  did  go  into  West  Lib¬ 
erty  on  our  way  through, 
both  in  the  standpoint  of  of¬ 
fering  our  services  but  also 
from  the  standpoint  of  edu¬ 
cation  for  our  guys;  they’ve 
never  seen  this,”  Hunter 
said. 

Burtner  said  the  Winches¬ 
ter  Police  Department 
loaned  the  West  Liberty  Po¬ 
lice  Department  two  cruisers 
that  were  not  specifically  as¬ 
signed  to  local  officers,  be¬ 
cause  eight  of  West  Liberty’s 
cruisers  were  totaled. 

Commissioners  voted  to 
approve  that  action  Tuesday 
night. 

Twenty-seven  Kentucky 
counties  have  declared 
states  of  emergency,  48 
counties  have  reported  dam- 


don’t  have  any  reason  to  hope 
or  have  a  sense  of  purpose.  So, 
he  also  stimulates  a  hope  in 
the  fact  that  they  can  make 
choices  that  v^ll  make  a  differ¬ 
ence  in  their  lives, 
and  for  a  lot  of  kids, 
that’s  a  big  thing.” 

Varga  v^ll  make 
his  first  appearance

When  speaking  at  the 
schools,  Varga’s  messages  are 
centered  on  character  devel¬ 
opment  and  personal  respon¬ 
sibility,  Humble  said,  but  at 
the  Wednesday  night  meetings 
at  local  churches,  Varga  gets 
an  opportunity  to  share  his 
spiritual  journey. 

“What  Chad  does  in  the 
schools  is  very  important,  but 
on  Wednesdays,  the  kids  get 
an  opportunity  to  get  the 
power  of  God  involved  in  it,” 
Humble  said.  “As  a  Christian 
and  a  pastor,  I  believe,  obvi¬ 
ously,  that  their  real  hope  and 
real  change  comes  from  get¬ 
ting  right  and  connected  v^th 
the  creator  and  finding  his 
purpose  in  their  lives.” 

Statistics  show  Clark 
County’s  drug  problem  is  get¬ 
ting  worse  each  year  and  dev¬ 
astating  the  lives  of  families

throughout  the  community. 
Last  year,  there  were  20  over¬ 
dose  deaths  in  the  county  and 
more  than  20  other  overdose 
cases  where  individuals  were 
treated  at  the  hos¬ 
pital  and  survived. 

Humble  said  the 
drug  coalition  feels 
it  is  imperative  to 
reach  out  to  young 
people  and  get 
them  some  support 
before  it’s  too  late. 

“My  heart  is  to 
see  young  people 
have  a  chance  to 
have  a  real  life  and 
get  some  healing 
from  some  of  the  background 
they  have  and  come  to  hope,” 
Humble  said.  “We  don’t  want 
to  take  the  place  of  their  par¬ 
ents,  we  want  to  reach  their 
parents,  too,  but  so  many  kids 
are  coming  up  on  their  ovm 
v^thout  any  guidance.  We’ve 
got  to  get  to  kids  where  they 
are  and  help  them  find  a 
sense  of  purpose  not  to  de¬ 
stroy  their  lives  before  they 
get  a  chance  to  live  them.” 

Humble  said  the  CCDC  v^ll 
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The  Project  Graduation 
committee  has  approxi¬ 
mately  $3,800  but  an  addi¬ 
tional  $11,000  still  is 
needed  to  stage  the  event 
on  the  same  scale  as  in 
years  past. 

“We  wanted  to  start  early 
this  year  to  try  to  plan  more 
for  them  to  do. ...  But  we 
can’t  really  do  the  planning 
unless  we  know  how  much 
we’re  going  to  have,”  said 
Gordon  Parido,  father  of 
senior  Kelsie  Parido  and 
former  GRC  principal. 

Parents  are  asked  to  take 
a  more  active  role  in  the 
planning  of  the  event  this 
year,  even  if  their  children 
are  underclassmen. 

The  more  parent  involve¬ 
ment,  the  better,  Parido 
and  Wills  said,  and  parents 
of  underclassmen  can  use 
what  they  learn  to  help  or¬ 
ganize  next  year’s  event. 

“There’s  just  so,  so  much 
that  needs  to  be  done,” 
Parido  said.  “For  so  many 
years,  (senior  advisors) 
Nancy  (Wills)  and 
Ruthanne  (Sharrock)  did 
the  bulk  of  it.” 

Parental  involvement  only 
helps  the  students,  Parido 
said,  and  the  more  dona¬ 
tions  volunteers  can  pro¬ 
cure,  the  more  activities 
and  prizes  students  will  be 
offered.  In  years  past,  stu¬ 
dents  have  received  scholar¬ 
ship  money,  gas  gift  cards, 
Walmart  gift  cards,  dorm 
furniture  like  mini-refriger¬ 
ators,  and  iPads  and  iPods. 


be  having  training  sessions  in 
coming  weeks  for  church  and 
community  members  to  pro¬ 
vide  follow-up  v^th  the  stu¬ 
dents  who  come  to  Varga’s 
meetings. 

Going  out  and  follov^ng  up 
v^th  the  students  afterward  is 
vital.  Humble  said. 

“The  key  issue  is  the  follow¬ 
up.  They  have  an  emotional  re¬ 
sponse,  it’s  powerful  and  can 
be  an  important  moment  in 
their  lives,  but  if  we  don’t  fol¬ 
low-up  and  build  relationships 
v^th  them,  it  won’t  work,” 
Humble  said.  “Jesus  didn’t  do 
most  of  his  ministry  in  a  syna¬ 
gogue  or  church,  he  was  out 
among  the  people.  We’ve  got 
to  change  our  mentality  and 
meet  them  where  they  are  and 
tiy  to  build  relationships,  and 
if  those  are  good,  those  kids 
v^ll  probably  end  up  in 
church.  But  we  have  to  reach 
out  and  meet  them  where  they 
are  to  make  a  difference.  If  we 
don’t  reach  these  kids,  we  are 
in  serious  trouble.”

“I  think  the  closer  we  get, 
people  start  seeing  we  need 
to  get  things  done,”  Parido 
said.

That  jerk 
in  the 
other  car 

Chicago  —  My  husband 
has  started  teaching  our 
oldest  son  the  rules  of  the 
road  in  anticipation  of  his  getting 
behind  the 
wheel.  A  few 
weeks  ago,  I 
heard  my  hus¬ 
band  tell  the 
impression¬ 
able  young 
boy  that  peo¬ 
ple  in  expen¬ 
sive  cars  have 
the  tendency 
to  drive  more 
aggressively 
than  those  in  economical  rides.  I 
hemmed  at  such  a  sweeping  gener¬ 
alization,  but  now  there’s  some  sci¬ 
entific  proof  from  psychologists  at 
the  University  of  California,  Berke¬ 
ley,  and  the  University  of  Toronto. 

At  a  four-way-stop  intersection 
in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  the 
researchers  found  that,  relative  to 
the  lower  class,  drivers  of  higher- 
end  automobiles  were  four  times 
more  likely  to  cut  off  other  vehicles 
before  waiting  their  turn  at  a  busy 
intersection  with  stop  signs  in  all 
directions,  and  significantly  like¬ 
lier  to  drive  through  a  crosswalk 
without  yielding  to  a  waiting 
pedestrian. 

Of  course,  that’s  not  to  say  that 
drivers  of  1999  Ford  Tauruses 
never  have  their  rude  or  hurried 
moments,  but  the  evidence  against 
the  wealthy  is  pretty  damning.  In 
fact,  in  half  a  year  of  hearing  about 
the  so-called  evil  “1  percent,"  this 
is  the  most  specific  and  tangible 
evidence  of  their  potential  nasti¬ 
ness  I’ve  seen. 

The  researchers,  in  a  report  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  journal  Proceedings 
of  the  National  Academy  of  Sci¬ 
ences,  concluded  that  because  rich 
people  are  so  much  less  dependent 
on  social  bonds  for  survival  than 
are  the  poor,  their  self-interest 
leads  them  to  have  fewer  reserva¬ 
tions  about  breaking  rules.  For  in¬ 
stance,  the  researchers  found  that 
subjects  self-reporting  high  socioe¬ 
conomic  status  were  more  likely  to 
exhibit  unethical  decision-making 
tendencies,  take  valued  goods  from 
others,  lie  in  a  negotiation,  cheat 
to  increase  their  chances  of  win¬ 
ning  a  prize  and  endorse  unethical 
behavior  at  work. 

That  might  explain  why  the  FBI 
recently  announced  that  it  re¬ 
cruited  Michael  Douglas,  who  fa¬ 
mously  portrayed  Gordon  “Greed  is 
good”  Gekko  in  the  iconic  1987 
film  “Wall  Street,”  to  warn  about 
the  perils  of  the  highfalutin  crime 
of  insider  trading.  “Our  economy  is 
increasingly  dependent  on  the  suc¬ 
cess  and  integrity  of  the  financial 
markets,”  Douglas  says,  suggesting 
how  to  get  more  information  for 
avoiding  securities  fraud.  “The 
movie  was  fiction,  but  the  problem 
is  real.” 

I  know  all  this  sounds  unreal. 

But  it’s  not.  The  scientists  had  par¬ 
ticipants  rank  themselves,  relative 
to  others  in  society,  on  a  10-rung 
ladder  in  terms  of  wealth,  educa¬ 
tion  and  the  prestige  of  their  jobs 
and  literally  found  out  who  takes 
candy  from  babies. 

When  test  subjects  oiany  status 
were  asked  to  imagine  themselves 
at  a  high  social  rank,  they  helped 
themselves  to  more  candies  from  a 
jar  they  were  told  was  meant  to  be 
donated  to  children  in  a  nearby  lo¬ 
cation  but  that  they  were  welcome 
to  take  from. 

Did  you  catch  the  nuance  of  that 
last  example?  It  doesn’t  take  multi- 
million-dollar  windfalls  to  make 
people  into  greedy,  self-interested 
jerks.  Merely  imagining  ourselves 
rich  and  powerful  triggers  the  bad 
behavior. 

The  reverse  was  also  true:  The 
researchers  also  found  that  watch¬ 
ing  a  movie  about  childhood 
poverty  had  the  effect  of  encourag¬ 
ing  people  of  all  classes  to  want  to 
help  others  in  need. 

So,  rich  or  poor,  it’s  all  a  state  of 
mind.  At  least  we  can  be  thankful 
that  those  of  us  in  the  99  percent 
outnumber  the  1  percent  on  the 
road.  Lucky  us.

SENATE  WEEK  IN  REVIEW 

Progress  made  on  some  bills  regarding  safety  of  Kentuckians 


Frankfort  —  We  have  many  and  var¬ 
ious  goals  when  we  convene  in  Frank¬ 
fort  for  any  legislative  session,  but 
while  specific  bills 
change  from  year  to 
year,  our  over-arching 
impulse  remains  the 
same:  To  make  Kentucky 
a  better,  safer  place  to 
live,  especially  by  provid¬ 
ing  needed  protection  to 
our  most  vulnerable  citi¬ 
zens. 

This  week,  much  of 
our  work  targeted  that 
continuing  effort. 

We  took  a  step  toward 
eliminating  the  problem  of  meth  production 
and  abuse  in  the  state  by  approving  Senate 
Bill  3. 

The  bill  would  decrease  the  current 
monthly  over-the-counter  purchase  limit  of 
pseudoephedrine,  a  required  precursor  to 
“cooking”  methamphetamine,  or  “meth,”  from 
9  grams  to  7.2  grams,  and  enforce  a  24-gram- 
per-year  limit.  Pseudoephedrine  products  are 
the  only  ingredient  in  meth  that  cannot  be 
substituted.  These  limits,  sponsors  say,  will 
still  provide  any  law-abiding  Kentucky  family 
a  more-than-adequate  supply  of  over-the- 
counter  cold  and  allergy  medicine,  without 
having  to  see  a  doctor.  Amounts  in  excess  of 
these  limits  could  be  obtained  by  a  doctor’s 
prescription. 

Under  the  measure,  the  real  time  tracking 
system  for  purchase  of  pseudoephedrine  prod¬ 
ucts  —  Sudafed,  Claritin  D,  Mucinex  D  and 
the  like  —  would  remain  in  effect.  This  will 
continue  to  permit  law  enforcement  agencies 
to  monitor  and  trace  purchases  that  have 
been  made  for  illicit  purposes,  such  as  “smurf¬ 
ing,”  in  which  meth  dealers  hire  a  group  of 


people  to  visit  multiple  pharmacies  to  collec¬ 
tively  acquire  large  amounts  of  decongestants 
beyond  individual-purchase  limits. 

In  an  effort  to  keep  people  safe  on  our 
roads,  we  passed  Senate  Bill  89  by  a  31-5  vote. 
This  bill  would  expand  the  current  law  that 
only  requires  seat-belt  use  in  vehicles  de¬ 
signed  to  carry  10  or  fewer  passengers  to  now 
include  up  to  15-passenger  vehicles.  Vehicles 
seating  more  than  15  people  are  federally 
classified  as  buses,  and  are  not  affected  by 
state  regulation. 

The  measure  comes  as  the  result  of  a  deadly 
2010  crash  on  1-65  near  Munfordville  involving 
a  semi-truck  and  a  15-passenger  church  van. 
Most  of  the  van’s  occupants  were  unrestrained 
and  11  people  died.  Supporters  of  the  legisla¬ 
tion  say  the  accident’s  human  carnage  could 
have  been  alleviated  if  seat  belts  had  been 
used. 

Another  transportation-related  bill  gained 
unanimous  support  in  the  Senate  this  week. 
Senate  Bill  124  would  remove  the  require¬ 
ment  that  learner’s  driving  permit  holders  be 
physically  accompanied  by  a  passenger  who  is 
at  least  21  years  old  —  but  only  when  they  are 
being  supervised  by  a  driver’s  training  instruc¬ 
tor  on  a  closed  driving  range.  Supporters  say 
the  provision  will  allow  schools  to  offer  train¬ 
ing  programs  for  students  to  safely  practice  on 
a  closed  multi-vehicle  course  without  the  bur¬ 
den  of  added  staffing  requirements. 

Senate  Bill  115  also  received  unanimous 
support  this  week.  The  bill  would  require  a 
medical  examination,  including  a  medical  his¬ 
tory,  physical  examination  and  diagnosis  of 
patients  prior  to  their  admission  to  a  per¬ 
sonal-care  facility.  It  was  proposed  in  memory 
of  Joseph  Lawrence  “Larry”  Lee,  Jr.  who 
passed  away  last  year  after  escaping  from  a 
personal-care  facility.  Advocates  for  the  meas¬ 
ure  say  Lee’s  mental  condition  made  him  un¬ 


suitable  for  residence  in  a  personal-care  home 
and  that  a  medical  examination  could  have 
prevented  his  placement  and  death. 

Other  legislation  approved  this  week  in¬ 
cludes  Senate  Bill  165  (by  a  33-4  vote),  which 
would  require  that  State  Fair  Board  members 
appointed  by  the  governor  also  be  confirmed 
by  the  Senate  and  restricts  fair  board  mem¬ 
bers  from  being  reappointed  more  than  once. 

Another  measure.  Senate  Bill  152,  expands 
“call  before  you  dig”  requirements  to  include 
some  timber  harvesting  activities  and  creates 
three  types  of  requests,  each  allowing  a  sepa¬ 
rate  response  time,  to  locate  underground 
utilities.  It  also  requires  any  newly-installed 
underground  facilities  be  beatable  from  the 
surface.  All  of  these  bills  now  go  to  the  House 
for  its  consideration. 

We  will  consider  many  more  bills  in  an  ef¬ 
fort  to  positively  impact  the  commonwealth  in 
the  final  third  of  this  year’s  legislative  session. 
I  am  most  interested  in  hearing  your  thoughts 
and  concerns  about  the  legislation  impacting 
you  personally.  If  you  are  not  already,  I  en¬ 
courage  you  to  get  involved  in  the  law-making 
process.

Severe  weather:  Are  you  prepared?

Steve  Beshear  to  seek  a  federal  disaster 
declaration. 


There  have  been  many  times  of 
devastating  weather  in  the 
past,  and  I  always  thought  how 
terrible  it  was.  It  came  home  last 
week  for  a  lot  of  us.  And  although  I’ve 
written  my 
news  articles  on 
this  topic  sev¬ 
eral  times,  it’s 
worth  repeating 
again  to  get  the 
message  across; 

Severe  weather 
can  strike  with 
very  little  warn¬ 
ing.  With  some 
pre-planning 
you  can  help 
protect  your¬ 
self,  your  family  and  others. 

—  During  thunderstorms  and 
other  severe  weather  warnings,  seek 
shelter  inside  a  home  or  large  build¬ 
ing. 

—  Avoid  using  the  telephone  ex¬ 
cept  for  emergencies. 

—  Don’t  stand  underneath  a  tall, 
isolated  tree  in  an  open  area,  this 
acts  as  natural  lightning  rod. 

—  Get  out  of  and  away  from  open 
water. 

—  Get  away  from  tractors  and 
other  metal  equipment. 

Families  need  to  establish  a  storm- 
ready  kit  for  each  member  of  the  fam¬ 
ily.  These  items  can  be  easily  stored  in 
a  bucket,  backpack  or  small  suitcase. 
You  will  want  to  store  the  kit  in  the 
room  you’ve  designated  as  a  “safe- 
room,”  whether  it  be  in  the  basement 


or  a  center  room  of  the  home.  Items 
to  include  in  your  storm-ready  kit  in¬ 
clude  a  flashlight  with  extra  batteries, 
first  aid  kit,  canned  food  and  water 
(the  individual  serving  sizes  work 
great  for  those  with  different  tastes), 
weather  radio,  paper  towels,  soap, 
pain  reliever,  prescription  drugs,  next 
of  kin  emergency  contact  numbers, 
gloves,  trash  bags  and  water.  Remem¬ 
ber  to  refresh  your  kit  as  we  change 
our  clocks  each  year. 


For  some  of  our  friends  and  fami¬ 
lies,  this  kit  has  sustained  them  the 
last  couple  of  days  until  assistance 
could  get  there.  For  more  informa¬ 
tion  on  emergency  preparedness, 
contact  the  Clark  County  Extension 
Service  at  744-4682  or  visit  the  web¬ 
site  at  http://ces.ca.uky.edu/clark.

—  Taking  a  break  from  laying 
sod  in  a  tornado-torn  neigh¬ 
borhood,  volunteer  David  El¬ 
liott  cocked  his  head  to  the 
left.  He  was  trying  to  remem¬ 
ber  all  the  trips  he’s  made  to 
help  rebuild  after  disasters. 

Elliott  went  to  New  Orleans 
seven  times  after  Hurricane 
Katrina  swamped  the  city  in 
2005,  or  was  it  eight?  He  was 
in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  after 
floodwaters  inundated  the 
city  in  2010.  He’s  been  to  Ala¬ 
bama  three  times  since  tor¬ 
nadoes  killed  about  250 
people  statewide  in  April. 
Wait:  that  was  just  last  year? 

“I’ve  lost  track,”  said  El¬ 
liott,  of  Sacramento,  Calif. 

Rebuilding  after  storms  is 
becoming  a  growth  industry 
as  the  United  States  is 
slammed  by  more  natural  dis¬ 
asters,  and  leaders  of  the  re¬ 
sponse  efforts  say  the  nation’s 
recovery  network  functions  as 
well  as  it  does  because  of  a 
backbone  of  volunteers  nick¬ 
named  “disaster  junkies.”  The 
small  group  of  people  like  El¬ 
liott  travel  from  tragedy  to 
tragedy  shoveling  mud  out  of 
flooded  houses  and  rebuilding 
neighborhoods  laid  waste  by 


busted  levees,  tornadoes  and 
wildfires.  Often,  they  bring 
more  helpers  with  them. 

On  Friday  severe  storms 
slammed  parts  of  the  South 
and  Midwest  creating  even 
more  work  opportunities  for 
volunteers. 

No  one  knows  exactly  how 
many  disaster  junkies  are  ac¬ 
tive  in  the  United  States,  but 
the  National  Voluntary  Organ¬ 
izations  Active  in  Disaster 
says  a  core  group  of  around 
300  people  travel  the  country 
at  least  six  months  out  of 
each  year  performing  such 
work.  Based  in  Arlington,  Va., 
the  nonprofit  group  estimates 
several  thousand  more  people 
are  like  Elliott  and  make  sev¬ 
eral  trips  each  year  helping 
out  after  disasters. 

Often  associated  with 
churches  or  other  religious 
groups  and  traveling  at  their 
own  expense,  these  volun¬ 
teers  sleep  in  churches  or 
mobile  homes  and  frequently 
eat  food  provided  by  other 
volunteers. 

While  volunteers  and  oth¬ 
ers  provided  labor  worth 
some  $147  million  and  do¬ 
nated  another  $200  million 
toward  relief  aid  in  2008,  the

last  year  for  which  figures  are 
available,  some  recovery  proj¬ 
ects  still  can’t  get  off  the 
ground  because  of  the  sheer 
number  of  disasters  that 
struck  the  country  in  recent 
months,  said  James  Mc¬ 
Gowan,  associate  executive 
director  with  National  Volun¬ 
tary  Organizations  Active  in 
Disaster. 

“After  all  these  disasters 
across  the  country  our  re¬ 
sources  have  really  been 
stretched,”  said  McGowan, 
whose  organization  includes 
51  nonprofits.  “We’ve  been 
struggling  with  it.” 

Thousands  of  people  volun¬ 
teer  regularly  without  ap¬ 
proaching  “junkie”  status. 

The  American  Red  Cross, 
which  is  part  of  McGowan’s 


organization,  said  24,236  of 
its  volunteers  helped  out 
after  137  disasters  in  46 
states  last  year,  but  most 
went  to  only  one  or  two  sites. 

Dan  Burton,  a  Samaritan’s 
Purse  project  manager  who 
has  worked  on  disaster  recov¬ 
eries  from  Atlanta  to  Alaska, 
said  the  “junkies”  provide  a 
knowledge  base  and  experi¬ 
ence  level  that  many  less-ex¬ 
perienced  volunteers  lack. 
Major  disaster  assistance 
work  would  be  much  more  dif¬ 
ficult  without  them,  he  said. 

“There’s  an  array  of  jobs  to 
do,  and  they’re  just  willing  to 
do  whatever  it  is  that  we  have 
to  do,”  said  Burton,  oversee¬ 
ing  the  rebuilding  of  a  home 
that  was  destroyed  by  a  tor¬ 
nado  in  Alabama  last  year.

Farmers  warned  to  watch  for  tent  caterpillars 


University  of  Kentucky  ex¬ 
perts  report  that  eastern 
tent  caterpillar  eggs  have 
begun  hatching  well  ahead  of 
last  year  and  expect  the  egg 
hatch  to  be  completed  in 
Central  Kentucl^  by  the  first 
full  week  of  March. 

According  to  Lee 
Townsend,  UK  College  of 
Agriculture  entomologist, 
populations  have  been  spo¬ 
radic  during  the  last  few 
years,  with  pockets  of  in¬ 
creased  populations  in  some 
areas. 

He  estimated  that  Central 
Kentucky  is  seven  to  10  days 
away  from  being  able  to  see 
distinct  tents  in  trees  with 
live  larvae. 

Townsend  urged  horse 
farms  to  check  wild  cherry 
and  related  trees  for  eastern 


tent  caterpillar  activity  to 
determine  whether  manage¬ 
ment  is  necessary.  If  control 
measures  are 
needed  to  reduce 
numbers,  steps 
should  be  taken 
before  the  cater¬ 
pillars  leave  their 
trees. 

“The  small 
caterpillars  will 
stay  near  the  egg 
mass  for  a  short 
time  before  mov¬ 
ing  to  feed  on  ex¬ 
panding  leaves,” 

Townsend  said. 

“Eastern  tent  caterpillars 
grow  and  develop  as  long  as 
the  temperature  is  above  37 
degrees;  the  warmer  it  is,  the 
faster  they  will  grow. 

Cold  temperatures  will 


slow  them  down,  but  the  tent 
and  the  general  cold  hardi¬ 
ness  of  the  species  will  keep 
them  from  being 
affected  drasti¬ 
cally,  even  if  tem¬ 
peratures  drop 
below  freezing  at 
night,”  he  added. 

Controlling  east¬ 
ern  tent  caterpil¬ 
lars  is  vital  to  area 
horse  farms,  as  UK 
research  has 
proven  the  cater¬ 
pillars  caused  out¬ 
breaks  of  Mare 
Reproductive  Loss  Syn¬ 
drome,  which  can  cause  late- 
term  foal  losses,  early-  and 
late-term  fetal  losses  and 
weak  foals. 

During  the  2001-2002 
MRLS  outbreak,  an  esti¬ 


mated  30  percent  of  that 
year’s  Thoroughbred  foal 
crop  was  lost.  The  state  suf¬ 
fered  an  economic  loss  of  ap¬ 
proximately  $336  million  in 
all  breeds  of  horses. 

UK  researchers  conducted 
epidemiological  and  field 
studies,  which  demonstrated 
that  MRLS  was  associated 
with  unprecedented  popula¬ 
tions  of  eastern  tent  caterpil¬ 
lars  on  Kentucky  horse 
farms. 

Studies  since  the  2001- 
2002  outbreak  subsequently 
have  revealed  that  horses 
will  inadvertently  eat  the 
caterpillars,  and  the  caterpil¬ 
lar  hairs  embed  into  the  lin¬ 
ing  of  the  alimentary  tract. 

Once  that  protective  bar¬ 
rier  is  breached,  normal  ali¬ 
mentary  tract  bacteria  may 


gain  access  to  and  reproduce 
in  sites  with  reduced  immu¬ 
nity,  such  as  the  fetus  and 
placenta.  Fetal  death  from 
these  alimentary  tract  bacte¬ 
ria  is  the  hallmark  of  MRLS. 

UK  entomologists  recom¬ 
mend  that  unless  horse  farm 
managers  have  been  aggres¬ 
sive  in  managing  eastern 
tent  caterpillars,  or  removing 
host  trees,  they  should  keep 
pregnant  mares  out  of  pas- 
toes  bordered  by  cherry 
trees  for  the  next  several 
weeks. 

Townsend  offered  the  fol¬ 
lowing  recommendations  for 
controlling  moderate  to  large 
caterpillar  populations  if 
horses  cannot  be  moved  to 
avoid  possible  exposure. 

“Foliar  sprays  for  caterpil¬ 
lar  control  can  be  made 


when  tents  are  about  the 
size  of  a  baseball.  Another 
option  is  the  injection  of 
trees  with  a  systemic  insecti¬ 
cide  by  commercial  pesticide 
applicators  or  arborists.  Re¬ 
gardless  of  the  treatment 
used,  it  is  important  to  re¬ 
visit  the  sites  in  about  five 
days  to  assess  caterpillar  ac¬ 
tivity,”  he  said.

Warm  winters  mean  more  bugs 


Hartford,  Conn.  (AP)  — 
The  mild  winter  that  has 
given  many  Northern  farm¬ 
ers  a  break  from  shoveling 
and  a  welcome  chance  to 
catch  up  on  maintenance 
could  lead  to  a  tough  spring 
as  many  pests  that  would 
normally  freeze,  have  not. 

Winters  are  usually  what 
one  agriculture  specialist 
calls  a  “reset  button”  that 
gives  farmer  a  fresh  start 
come  planting  season. 

But  with  relatively  mild 
temperatures  and  little 
snow,  insects  are  surviving, 
growing  and,  in  some  areas, 
already  munching  on  bud¬ 
ding  plants. 


Almost  every  state  had  a 
warmer-than-usual  January, 
according  to  the  National 
Oceanic  and  Atmospheric 
Administration. 

In  Albany,  N.Y.,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  the  average  high  in  Jan¬ 
uary  was  37  degrees,  when 
it’s  usually  less  than  freez¬ 
ing,  according  to  the  Na¬ 
tional  Weather  Service. 

The  Upper  Midwest,  Great 
Plains  and  a  few  other  areas 
were  “much  above  normal” 
in  temperature,  NOAA  said. 

Dawn  Allen,  who  has  an 
89-year-old,  family-run  bog 
in  Freetown,  Mass.,  said  her 
family  will  start  sweeping 
bogs  with  a  contraption  sim¬ 


ilar  to  a  butterfly  net  in 
April  to  catch  winter  moth 
caterpillars,  instead  of  wait¬ 
ing  until  mid-May,  when 
they  typically  start.  The  win¬ 
ter  moth  caterpillars  are  ag¬ 
gressive  and  eat  buds, 
potentially  ruining  a  crop 
for  a  whole  year. 

Martha  Sylvia,  a  research 
technician  at  the  University 
of  Massachusetts  cranberry 
station,  said  growers  should 
expect  to  start  spraying  ear¬ 
lier  and  more  often  because 
there’s  “definitely  an  up¬ 
swing”  in  winter  moths. 

Tim  Tucker,  a  beekeeper 
in  Niotaze,  Kan.,  said  he  saw 
flies  in  February  when  “all 


flies  should  be  gone”  and 
bumble  bees  that  usually 
don’t  appear  until  May  or 
June. 

The  warm  weather  hasn’t 
been  entirely  good  for  bee¬ 
keeping,  though.  Usually, 
queen  bees  won’t  lay  eggs  in 
the  cold,  but  this  year,  his 
hives  have  been  active. 

“This  year,  we  have  some 
hives  that  raised  bees  all 
winter,”  Tucker  said.  “I  don’t 
think  they  ever  stopped.” 

Because  so  many  bees  are 
being  raised.  Tucker  has  had 
to  buy  supplemental  food, 
such  as  sucrose,  so  they 
don’t  eat  all  the  honey  he 
wants  to  sell.

When  a  small  slam  is  bid,  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  making  it  and  losing 
it  ordinarily  ranges  from  1,000  to 
1,800  points,  depending  mostly  on 
vulnerability.  Slams  are  therefore 
deemed  vvorthy  of  the  closest  possi¬ 
ble  attention  by  both  sides. 

Consistent  with  the  importance  of 
slam  hands,  several  special  defensive 
weapons  have  been  developed 


through  the  years  to  increase  the 
chance  of  defeating  an  enemy  slam. 
One  of  the  most  important  of  these 
understandings  is  that  w'hcn  a 
defender  not  on  lead  doubles  a  slam 
voluntarily  reached  by  the  opposi¬ 
tion,  he  is  asking  partner  to  lead,  or 
sometimes  not  to  lead,  a  specific  suit. 

The  advantage  of  this  convention 
can  be  seen  in  the  accompanying 
deal.  South  malces  the  slam  if  ^bst 
leads  a  heart,  the  suit  East  has  bid. 
But  East’s  double  forbids  the  nonnal 
heart  lead  and  calls  instead  for  an 
unusual  lead. 

In  this  case,  it  is  not  difficult  for 
West,  with  six  cards  in  the  suit  North 
opened,  to  deduce  that  East’s  reason 
for  forbidding  a  heart  lead  is  that  he 
can  ruff  a  club.  So  West  leads  a  club, 
and  Hast  ruffs  and  cashes  a  heart  to 
put  the  contract  down  one  —  200 
points.  With  a  heart  lead,  South 
would  score  1,660  points  at  Chicago 
or  duplicate  scoring. 

It  must  be  granted  that  on  some 
occasions,  declarer  might  make  the 
doubled  slam  despite  the  opening 
lead  (if  North  or  South  were  void  of 
hearts  in  the  actual  deal,  for  exam¬ 
ple).  But  this  occasional  small  loss  is 
a  veiy  cheap  price  to  pay  for  bringing 
about  the  defeat  of  many  slams  that 
would  otherwise  succeed.

Cards  beat  Royals  for  2nd 
consecutive  regional  title

MOUNT  STERLING  —  George 
Rogers  Clark  is  going  back  to  Rupp 
Arena. 

The  Cardinals  captured  their  sec¬ 
ond  straight  10th  Region  champi¬ 
onship  with  a  61-39  rout  of  Mason 
County  Tuesday  night  at  the  MCHS 
Arena,  giving  Clark  its  third  title  in  six 
years.  The  Cardinals  advance  to  next 
week’s  boys  Sweet  Sixteen  at  Rupp 
Arena  and  will  take  on  3rd  Region 
winner  Apollo  at  8  p.m.  Wednesday 
night. 

During  the  next  24  hours,  Clark  will 
celebrate  the  two-peat,  an  accom¬ 
plishment  that  many  didn’t  expect 
after  the  Cards  lost  most  of  their  en¬ 
tire  starting  cast  from  last  year’s 
squad  that  fell  to  Louisville  Eastern  in 
the  state  quarterfinals. 


“Miracles  happen,”  Clark  senior 
Charlie  Rogers  said.  “We  each  took  a 
piece  of  the  puzzle  and  just  played.  I 
didn’t  feel  good  tonight,  but  I  just 
played  through  it  and  took  my  piece  of 
the  puzzle.” 

Clark  coach  Scott  Humphrey  said 
his  current  flock  of  Cardinals  were  de¬ 
serving  of  the  feat. 

“I  know  it’s  kind  of  cliche,  but  this 
bunch  has  worked  for  four  years, 
knowing  that  they  only  had  one  shot 
(at  winning  the  region),”  the  Clark 
coach  said  afterward.  “Playing  time 
just  wasn’t  there  in  the  past  and  I’m 
just  thrilled  to  death  for  them.” 

One  of  those  holdovers  from  last 
year’s  squad  —  starting  point  guard 
Bopper  Stenzel  —  helped  lead  the 
Cards  back  to  the  promise  land.  Sten¬ 
zel  scored  a  game-high  24  points

Western  catches  dance  fever 


HOT  SPRINGS,  Ark.  (AP)  — 
Teeng  Akol  found  himself  on  the 
bottom  of  Western  Kentucky’s 
midcourt  dogpile  inside  Summit 
Arena. 

The  Hilltoppers’ junior  didn’t 
mind  in  the  least. 

Akol  scored  23  points  and 
George  Fant  added  17  as  Western 
Kentucky  kept  its  dancing  shoes 
on  for  a  little  while  longer,  earn¬ 
ing  a  74-70  win  over  North  Texas 
on  Tuesday  night  in  the  champi¬ 
onship  game  of  the  Sun  Belt  con¬ 
ference  tournament. 

The  win  capped  a  stunning  run 
for  the  Hilltoppers  (15-18),  who 
earned  their  first  NCAA  tourna¬ 
ment  berth  since  2009  by  win¬ 


ning  four  games  in  as  many  days. 
It  also  caps  a  roller-coaster  sea¬ 
son  during  which  Western  Ken¬ 
tucky  survived  a  midseason 
coaching  change  and  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  several  key  freshmen. 

“I’m  so  happy  I  can’t  even 
begin  to  describe  how  I’m  feeling 
right  now,”  Akol  said. 

The  Hilltoppers’  rocky  season 
continued  Tuesday  night,  with 
the  Mean  Green  (18-14)  leading 
by  as  many  as  13  points  in  the 
second  half. 

Just  as  it  had  done  throughout 
the  Sun  Belt  tournament.  West¬ 
ern  Kentucky  rallied.  The  Hilltop¬ 
pers  took  the  lead  for  good  at 
70-68  after  a  3-pointer  by  Kahlil 


McDonald,  who  finished  with  14 
points.  McDonald  then  hit  the 
clinching  free  throws  to  send  the 
Hilltoppers  to  the  most  unex¬ 
pected  of  NCAA  tournament 
berths. 

“This  season  has  been  unbe¬ 
lievable,”  Fant  said.  “A  coaching 
change  ...  Everyone  was  down  on 
us  before  we  got  out  here,  saying 
we  weren’t  old  enough,  mature 
enough,  we  couldn’t  guard  some 
of  the  people  we  obviously 
guarded  here. 

“It  speaks  for  itself.” 

Western  Kentucky  began  the 
season  5-11,  resulting  in  the  fir¬ 
ing  of  former  coach  Ken

McDonald  on  Jan.  5.  The 
firing  came  one  day  after  a 
chaotic  loss  in  which 
Louisiana-Lafayette  played 
the  final  possession  of  the 
overtime  game  with  six 
players. 

Ray  Harper  was  named 
the  Hilltoppers’  interim 
coach,  and  they  responded 
with  a  3-6  start  under  their 
former  assistant  before 
closing  the  regular  season 
with  three  wins  in  four 
games. 

Not  even  Harper  could 
see  a  run  coming  like  what 
Western  Kentucky  did  in 
the  Sun  Belt  tournament. 
The  No.  7  seed  won  four 
games  in  four  days,  giving 
them  six  wins  in  a  row  and 
setting  the  stage  for  their 
unexpected  return  to  the 
NCAAs. 

They  did  so  by  defeating 
No.  10  seed  Florida  Inter¬ 
national,  second-seeded 
Arkansas-Little  Rock  and 
No.  3  Denver,  along  with 
the  fifth-seeded  Mean 
Green. 

“I  need  a  day  off,”  Harper 
joked.  “I’m  just  happy  for 
these  young  men.  We  put  in 
a  lot  of  hard  work. 

“I  knew  we  had  a  chance. 
In  this  profession,  that’s  all 
you  ask.  Give  me  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  and  we’ll  see  what 
happens.” 

Tony  Mitchell  scored  18 
points  to  lead  North  Texas 
(18-14),  which  was  playing 
in  its  third  straight  league 
championship  game  and 
fourth  in  six  years.  Alzee 
Williams  added  16  points, 
Brandon  Walton  had  14  and 
Jacob  Holmen  11. 

The  Mean  Green  ap¬ 
peared  in  control  midway 
through  the  second  half, 
taking  a  55-42  lead  after  a 
Tyler  Hall  jumper. 

Fant  scored  the  next 
seven  points  for  the  Hill- 
toppers  to  cut  the  deficit  to 
six.  Western  Kentucky  then 
tied  the  game  at  59  on  a 
basket  by  Akol,  but  it  fell 
behind  by  five  after 
Mitchell  put  North  Texas 
up  66-61. 

Western  Kentucky,  how¬ 
ever,  wouldn’t  be  denied  — 
rallying  once  again  for  the 
win.  It’s  the  second  straight 
championship  game  loss  for 
North  Texas,  which  lost  to 
Arkansas-Little  Rock  last 
year  on  a  3-pointer  with  1.5 
seconds  remaining. 

“Anytime  you  have  an  op¬ 
portunity  like  this,  to  win  a 
championship  and  to  move 
on  to  the  NCAA  tourna¬ 
ment,  I  think  you  cherish 
those  opportunities,”  North 
Texas  coach  Johnny  Jones 
said.  “To  be  here  the  last 
couple  of  years  and  not  get 
it  is  disappointing,  but  I 
have  to  applaud  our  guys 
and  the  character  of  them 
for  getting  us  to  this  point.” 

The  Hilltoppers  lost  to 
the  Mean  Green  84-67  on 
Jan.  12,  their  second  game 
with  Harper  as  coach.  Very 
little  about  Tuesday  night 
resembled  the  first  meet¬ 
ing. 

A  freshman  had  led  West¬ 
ern  Kentucky  in  scoring  in 
21  of  its  last  24  games  be¬ 
fore  Akol’s  performance. 
The  Hilltoppers  had  used 
14  different  starting  line¬ 
ups  this  season  through  the 
leadership  change,  but  they 
put  the  pieces  together  for 
four  days. 

“This  is  a  basketball 
team  that  was  ready  to  play 
from  the  jump,”  North 
Texas  junior  Roger 
Franklin  said.  “Obviously, 
throughout  the  tourna¬ 
ment,  they  knocked  off 
Arkansas-Little  Rock  and 
they  had  a  little  bit  of  com¬ 
posure  about  themselves. 

“They  just  wanted  it 
more  tonight.”

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those  in  the  second  quarter.  He  added 
11  more  in  the  third  quarter,  includ¬ 
ing  a  pair  of  3-pointers  during  a  18-5 
run  to  open  the  second  half.  The  scor¬ 
ing  spree  by  Clark  turned  a  19-12  half¬ 
time  lead  into  a  37-17  advantage. 

Stenzel  provided  a  steady  presence 
for  his  team  after  Clark  opened  by 
missing  15  shots  on  17  attempts  in  the 
first  quarter  and  misfired  on  their 
first  seven  shots  from  long  range.  Al¬ 
though  shots  were  hard  to  come  by  for 
the  Cards  in  the  first  two  quarters, 
Clark  made  four  treys  on  six  attempts 
in  the  second  half. 

“We  didn’t  get  rattled,”  Stenzel  said. 

Stenzel  was  a  steady  force  for  Clark 
and  Humphrey  praised  the  effort  by 
his  senior  point  guard  in  his  final  re¬ 
gion  contest. 

“Hopper  played  like  the  (region) 
player  of  the  year  and  the  competitor 
that  he  is,”  Humphrey  said.  “He’s  a 
winner  and  what  more  can  you  say? 

He  loves  the  big  moment.” 

Just  like  the  previous  two  region 
contests,  Clark  used  its  defense  to 
fuel  the  offense  and  created  17 
turnovers,  scoring  21  points  of  the 
miscues  by  the  Royals. 

“We  were  a  little  tight  early  on,  but 
when  you  defend  like  we  do,  you’ve 
just  got  to  hang  around  and  wait  for 
your  run  to  come,”  Humphrey  said. 
“The  shots  weren’t  falling,  but  defen¬ 
sively  (we  were  playing  well)  and 


that’s  where  we  hang  our  hat.  We  just 
guarded,  got  out  in  transition  and 
made  some  easy  buckets.  Once  those 
first  few  threes  started  going,  espe¬ 
cially  from  Hopper,  our  whole  team  re¬ 
laxed  and  played  out  of  this  world.” 

The  ending  result  was  a  memorable 
moment  for  a  team  that  accomplished 
a  big  feat  with  little  expectations. 

“This  team  deserves  to  finish  their 
career  at  Rupp  Arena,”  Humphrey 
said.  “They  do  everything  you’re  sup¬ 
posed  to  do  on  and  off  the  court  to 
prepare  to  win.” 

Stenzel  reflected  on  the  team’s 
journey  after  celebrating  with  family 
and  friends,  including  brother  and 
former  Clark  standout  Robbie  Stenzel, 
who  just  completed  his  freshman  sea¬ 
son  at  Eastern  Kentucky  University 
and  was  in  the  stands  supporting  his 
younger  brother. 

“It  feels  amazing  because  everybody 
doubted  us  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,”  Stenzel  said.  “I  knew  we  could 
come  back  and  win  (the  region) 
again,  because  we  have  heart.  That’s 
what’s  gotten  us  to  where  we  are  right 
now.” 

The  Cards  are  now  just  four  heart¬ 
beats  away  from  reaching  the  team’s 
ultimate  goal  of  winning  a  state  title.

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“I  present  my  thoughts  on  the  fu¬ 
ture  NHA  prospects,  year  round.  Why 
come  here  instead  of  the  other  draft 
sites?  Unlike  the  other  NHA  draft 
sites  out  there,  this  is  real  analysis. 
Not  what  everyone  else  says  about  a 
player  and  not  just  a  bunch  of  stats, 
but  true  player  reports,”  Isaacson  says 
on  his  blog. 

He  took  time  to  offer  his 
thoughts/analysis  on  Kentucky  play¬ 
ers  as  the  Wildcats  get  set  to  start 
postseason  play  and  then  have  to 
start  thinking  about  the  ftiture. 

Queston;  Is  Anthony  Davis  a  lock  to 
be  the  No.  1  overall  pick? 


Isaacson:  “Back  in  December  I  may 
not  have  been  sure,  but  at  this  point  it's 
clear  —  there  is  no  other  legitimate  op¬ 
tion  at  No.  1  besides  Davis.  I  think  people 
need  to  temper  their  expectations  of  his 
1st  few  seasons  in  the  league,  because  he 
still  has  a  lot  of  development  to  do  to 
match  up  against  NBA  big  men,  but  he 
has  a  legitimate  chance  to  be  a  special 
player.” 

Question:  Does  Terrence  Jones  still 
maintain  his  spot  in  the  lottery? 

Isaacson:  “A  lot  depends  on  who  ex¬ 
actly  comes  out  early,  but  assuming  that 
the  players  who  should/most  likely  will  do 
come  out,  then  I  think  Jones  could  sneak 
into  the  lottery  still,  possibly  around  the 
12-14  range.  Unfortunately,  he  is  one  of 
those  kids  who  stock  dropped  by  staying 
another  year,  but  I  anticipated  this  last 
year.  His  game  is  not  exactly  a  great  fit  for 


John  Calipari's  system,  and  when  there  is 
a  legitimate  big  man  he  is  playing  with,  he 
gets  forced  out  to  the  perimeter  more 
than  he  should.  Same  thing  happened  to 
Patrick  Patterson  after  Calipari  brought 
in  DeMarcus  Cousins  —  he  was  forced 
out  more  to  the  perimeter,  and  his  game 
suffered.  Luckily,  the  Rockets  knew  how 
to  use  him  when  they  drafted  him,  and 
the  same  thing  can  happen  for  Jones.” 

Question:  Where  does  Darius  Miller 
fall  in  the  NBA  draft  conversations  at 
this  point?  MTU  his  recent  play  help 
him? 

Isaacson:  “Come  draft  season.  Miller's 
is  not  name  you  will  hear  a  lot  of,  but  that 
isn't  necessarily  a  bad  thing.  Four  years 
on  a  high  profile  college  team,  NBA  teams 
know  who  he  is  and  what  he  can  do.  Plays 
hard,  decent  shot,  decent  defender,  but 
nothing  jumps  out  at  you.  This  is  why  the 


mid  to  late  second  round  of  the  draft  be¬ 
comes  such  a  crapshoot.  Will  Miller  be 
one  of  the  top  60  players  in  the  draft?  I  re¬ 
ally  doubt  it,  but  all  it  takes  is  one  coach 
or  general  manager  who  likes  the  kid  or 
thinks  his  game  is  a  good  fit  for  the  team 
to  give  them  a  chance.  Though  if  he  does 
got  picked,  its  a  safe  bet  that  the  D  (De¬ 
velopmental)  League  will  be  his  home  for 
awhile.” 

Question:  What  are  your  evaluations 
of  Doron  Lamb  and  Marquis  Teague 
and  do  you  expect  one  or  both  to  go 
into  the  draft? 

Isaacson:  “I  like  Lamb's  game  a  lot  — 
confident  shooter,  is  careful  with  the  ball, 
and  he  is  an  underrated  perimeter  de¬ 
fender.  If  he  was  to  go  in  this  draft,  he 
may  not  even  crack  the  first  round.  With 
one  more  year,  he  could  possibly  get  near 
the  mid-first  round.  Here  is  the  problem 


for  him  though  —  the  numbers  game. 
With  Archie  Goodwin  committed  and 
Shabazz  Muhammad  still  a  possibility,  will 
Lamb  become  an  afterthought  in  the  UK 
rotation?  I  wouldn't  be  surprised  if  Cali¬ 
pari  tries  to  convince  him  to  leave  after 
this  season. 

“Teague  is  improving,  but  he  is 
nowhere  near  a  NBA-caliber  point  guard 
yet.  He  has  great  speed  and  he  can  get 
into  the  lane,  but  he  needs  to  really  learn 
to  embrace  the  distributor  role,  f  he  de¬ 
clared  this  season,  I  think  I  team  would 
consider  him  near  the  end  of  the  first 
round  only  because  there  will  most  likely 
be  a  lack  of  depth  in  this  point  guard 
class.  However,  point  guard  is  Calipari's 
strength  when  it  comes  to  development, 
so  another  year  should  do  a  lot  for 
Teague's  game.  He  could  also  end  up  as  a 
mid-first  rounder  in  the  2013  draft  if  he 
continues  to  improve.”

Opening  lead  —  two  ofhearts. 

Assume  you’re  in  three  notrump 

and  West  leads  the  deuce  of  hearts. 
You  play  dummy’s  jack,  hoping  West 
has  led  from  the  K-Q,  but  East  pro¬ 
duces  the  king,  and  you  duck.  East 
returns  the  heart  three,  and  you  play 
low  again.  West  wins  with  the  ten 
and  continues  with  a  third  heart, 
forcing  out  your  ace. 

You  have  been  looking  at  eight 
sure  tricks  right  from  the  start,  and 
the  ninth  trick  seems  all  but  assured. 


Indeed,  with  any  luck  at  all,  you’ll 
wind  up  with  an  overtrick.  But  when 
you  lead  a  low'  diamond  to  the  queen 
and  another  back  to  the  ace,  West 
discards  a  spade,  and  making  the 
contract  is  now  far  from  certain. 

The  outcome  boils  down  to  scor¬ 
ing  four  club  tricks,  so  you  cash  the 
K-Q  of  clubs  and  lead  your  last  club, 
on  which  West  plays  the  nine. 

This  brings  you  to  the  moment  of 
truth.  If  West  has  the  jack,  you 
should  play  dummy’s  ten;  if  East  has 
the  jack,  you  should  play  the  ace. 
Decisions  of  this  kind  are  seldom  a 
tossup;  there  is  nearly  always  a  rea¬ 
son  for  favoring  one  play  over  the 
other.  This  case  is  no  exception,  as 
there  is  a  good  clue  to  lean  on. 

It  all  goes  back  to  West’s  opening 
lead.  Presumably,  West  would  have 
led  from  a  five-card  suit  if  he  had 
one.  His  lead  of  the  heart  deuce  indi¬ 
cated  a  four-card  suit,  and  this  was 
confirmed  by  East’s  return  of  the 
three,  showing  that  he  also  had  four 
hearts. 

Once  it  is  conceded  that  W^est 
doesn’t  have  a  five-card  suit,  it  fol- 
low^s  that  his  original  distribution 
was  4-4- 1-4  (since  he  show^ed  out  on 
the  second  diamond  lead).  Finessing 
the  ten  of  clubs  therefore  becomes 
the  right  play.
